The principle was this: That instead 


of depending on their elective repre- 
sentatives to make law for them, the 
people would write their own law. 


The net effect of Mr. Bryan's tour, 


which was comparatively recent in the 
light of America's long history, was 
the passage of what we know as the 
Initiative & Referendum Law. 


Under the referendum section the 


people have the right by circulating a 
petition to demand that any law pass- 
ed by the legislature be submitted to 
the general election for ratification. 
This much of Mr. Bryan's theory was 
sound.

AFTER LEGISLATIVE DEBATE is a 
fundamental one. 


But under the initiative section of 


the I. & R. tlie people were given the 
wholly dangerous right to make a law 
that NEVER HAD SEEN EITHER 
LEGISLATIVE DEBATE OR CRITI- 
CAL EXAMINATION. 


The effect of the initiative is to take 


the entire burden of debate away from 
the legislature and place it in the 
hands of newspaper editors, a few 
public-spirited speakers, and such oth- 
er incidental citizens as may happen 
to realize where a group of selfish hot- 
headed petitioners are currying us. 


The initiative is an enemy of Amer- 


ican government—and it should be 
stricken out, leaving only the ref- 
erendum .section of the I. & R.

Transplanting Trees 


Transplanting trees from neighbor-; 


ing woods is nn inexpensive and easy 
way to provide >shftde: and ndd to the 
attractiveness tit the; home grounds. 


A tree'is. o living plant.and should 


be handled us such. The principal 
thing to 'keep in mind in planting 
is to see that the roots arc- carefully 
and quickly ;pteccd in contnct with 
good moist soil, .-according to Claude 
.Woolsey, 
Extension 
horticulturist, 


University of Arkansas of Agriculture. 


The tree or plants should bo k?pt 


out.of .the *un, at.all. tunes,, and the 
roots kept rn6isUuntll-lhe'tr«e;is plant- 
ed. 'If planting'.iS'itot :>to ;be:donc .at 
once,'.the,roots,4hovlui'*be:covered with 
soil nnd the soil sb-plledUhat the water 
will runaway: from'them. 


When planting '.the itree, 'the hole 


should 'be large-enough ,to,accommo- 
date -the iroots .Without crowding or 
bending. -All .'broken, /diseased, or 
otherwise darnagedrroots Should be re- 
moved with euprunirjg'shear-or other 
cutting tool. The' holes shotlldi be deep 
enough'U>;place the.tree'about as deep 
a? it 'grew 'before it -wns .dug, which 
can be: told'by'the. soil; mark on Ihe 
tree. 


The tree roots are-placed i in .the hole 


so that the -tree .is standing .upright, 
and a small amount of good'tqp soil is 
placed in theiholemruhworked around 
the tree with.the/fitjgers. After this a 
small amount of soil should the placed 
in the lhole .and -.thoroughly tramped 
with the.fefit oi-some'fornvof-tramping 
stick, remembering-that-the-soil should 
come in -direct contact .with all the 
roots. This i process is .'repeated until 
the-hble is filled with.soil. 


A small.amount of .loose soil thrown 


on'top will-help thesoll'.to stay in good 
condition, ,'Mr. .Woolsey ;suggests. -If 
any 'manure or 'fertilizer .Is.added, -it 
should'be.placed on top of.the soil and 
not in:the;hole. 


Guard Against Rnts 


The cool weather and shortage of 


food-and feed in the1 fields and gardens 
will drive rats and mice'into the house 
earlier than usual this year. 


Starvation -is •« first precaution 


against.an-invasion. 'Keeping all food, 
in-rat-proof, containers and taking the 
greatest care that nothing attractive to 
rats is left about is important. 


The-house should'be gone over for 


holes and crevices which ;-give an en- 
trance. These may be closed >by fill- 
ing with a mixture'-of concrete or 
plaster, or by nailing' pieces of tin 
over them. Mrs. Ida A. Fenton, ex- 
tension aconomist in 'home manage- 
ment, University of .Arkansas -College 
of Agriculture, -points out that while 
it Ls< possible to rat-tproof newly con- 
structed buildings, other means of 
dealing with them must be used once 
they get in. 


'Red squill poison baits are effective 


against rats. Several kinds of 'bait 
mixtures are used, because the rats 
will become wary of any one food. It 
is a good idea to "prebait," that is, 
use various mixtures without poison 
for a night or two, and then set up 
poison stations where the 'rats are 
known to feed and live. About a level 
tablespoonful of bait is used in one 
spot. Bait may be spread on small 
rounds of cardboard, which are eusy

water as needed. A third formula 
calls for one ounce of red squill pow- 
der and 16 ounces of corn meal, mixed 
thoroughly with water.

It is not swearing, 
nor adultery, nor theft. I used to be 
an atheist, and preached atheism all 
over New York, but, thank God, that 
was not the unpardonable sin. 


"1 John 5:1G speaks of a sin unto 


death. Romans 2:5 mentions the wrath 
of God, and Psalms 2:17 the wrath of 
the Son, but the wrath of the Holj 
Spirit is never mentioned in the Bible 
He is pictured to you as a Person ol 
Love. How awful, then, must be the 
blasphemy against the Holy Ghost 
The Bible records that out of three 
million Israelites who left Egypt foi 
the promised land, only two, Joshua 
and Caleb, reached Canaan. The scrip- 
ture says 'God Turned gave them up. 


"Some of you, up to tonight, have 


said 'God excuse me.' Listen, somi 
night God is going to take you at youi 
word.

You will .alLremethber "Hatrack," 


that famous article in the old Ameri- 
can Mercury which led to Boston's 
Watch and Wflfd Society's banning the 
magazine In the seat of culture. 


You may fcven remember that Editor 


Mencken went posthaste to Boston, 
hawked his magazine in the 'public 
places, and sold n copy (by prcarrange- 
ment) to one' of the Watch and Ward- 
ers. And duly'made the front pages. 


The article was written by Herbert 


Asbury, and e,ver since he has been 
writing the story of America's socalled 
seamy side, Hfr's been to San Fran- 
cisco and elsewhere, and most recent- 
ly he's been nosing about New Orleans 
His new book is called "The French 
Quarter" (Knopf) and although its to- 
tal contribution to the knowledge ant 
betterment Of the WOrld is probably 
about equal to that of ;"Hatrack," jus 
the same it's a rich and roaring tale. 


The historical background extend 


from the days' of the Mississippi com- 
pany (and bubble) to the present. Sin 
flourished in New Orleans through the 
French and Spanish occupations, but 


.flowered, according to Mr. Asbury, 


fter the United States took charge. 
Tie Mississippi flat-boatmen were the 
recipitating agent; they periodically 
ore New Orleans to shreds. 
Mr. Asbury details the various 
pochs of sin, and describes the various 
istricts sin built. The more pictures- 
que characters he draws in minute de- 
ail—many of them were women, and 
ome of these' were pretty tough. Al- 
ogether, the book is something to 
cad and marvel at, but not necessarily 
something to take seriously.

100-Million-Dollar Credit 


Arouses Rage in Cap- 


ital of Japan 


SHANGHAI, China—A British ex- 


port credit of between £10,000,000 and 
£20,000,000 (550,000.000 to JIOO.000,000) 
was confirmed Wednesday by H. H. 
Kung, Chinese finance minister. 
It 


precipitated 
angry 
outbursts 
from 


Japanese officials and the press, de- 
spile statemcntments from London and 
from Nanking that the loan is non-po- 
litical, and the further unconfirmed re- 
port that the British were inviting the 
French, Belgians and Japanese to par- 
ticipate. The Japanese, however, de- 
nied knowledge of this. 


A Japanese military spokesman s:aid: 


"While Japan is not opposed to a non- 
political loan, no nation friendly with 
Japan would initiate loan negotiations 
with China while discussions of pro- 
ceeding for adjustment of Chinese- 
Japanese relations." 


Japanese newspapers rcvclade that 


Tokio's opposition blocked a -previous 
attempt last year to make a British 
loan. It was fostered by Sir Frederick 
Leith-Rosf-. British Treasury repre- 
rcnsative. Tokio influence, it was said, 
also forced China lo reduce the $50,- 
000,000 American wheat and cotton loan 
to $20,000,000.
